WASHINGTON » The White House says it’s 
willing to strike a health care provision 
from Senate legislation to cut taxes and 
overhaul the tax code if the provision be-

The provision would repeal a require- 
ment that everyone in the U.S. have 
health insurance or pay a fine, but it has 
emerged as a major sticking point for Re- 
publican Sen. Susan Collins of Maine, 
whose vote the White House needs. Col- 
lins said Sunday that the issue should be 
dealt with separately. 

Striking the provision would blow a 
big hole in the senators’ tax plan, leav- 
ing them $338 billion short of their rev- 
enue goal over the next 10 years.

Trump’s budget director, Mick Mul- 
vaney, said the White House is open to 
scrapping the provision, which would re- 
peal a key component of the health care 
law enacted by President Barack Obama. 
Trump had pressed for the provision 
to be added to the bill, partly to show 
progress on the GOP goal of undoing the 
health care law after Congress’ failed at- 
tempts to repeal it earlier this year.

Suf- 
fering a brain injury and other 
injuries, he was in a coma un- 
til April 16 and spent time at the 
county-run hospital and Totally 
Kids Rehabilitation Hospital in 
Loma Linda before returning 
home in early September. 

He has recovered enough to 
be schooled at home two days a 
week, with the goal of returning 
to campus full time for the sec- 
ond semester in January — and 
walking at the graduation cere- 
mony in May.

Charles Manson, perhaps the most no- 
torious of figures in Southern California 
history, whose shadow loomed over the 
region for decades after he went to prison, 
is gone.
